An extensive’ program of recon- 
structive legislation in connection 
with problems vitally concerning 
the nation’s welfare was the bur- 
den of President Wilson’s message 
sent to Congrses yesterday. 

He recommended laws to curb 
Bolshevism in America, to reduce 
living eosts, to remove the griey- 
ances of labor that are causing 
industrial troubles, to aid farmers 
in producing bigger crops, to sim- 
plify the system of taxation built 
up during the war, to control gov- 
ernment expenditures by a budget 
system and to care for the nation’s 
soldiers and sailors who have left 
the service. 

The establishment of a tribunal 
before which disputes between 
capital and labor may be taken for 
settlement, was his suggestion for 
the doing away with the age-long 
antagonism between these groups, 
which must be ended before world 
stability can be uccomplished, 

He warned against anti-strike 
legislation, declaring 
individuals to strike being  in- 
violate and not to be interfered 
with by any process of government, 
although he claimed the predomi- 
nant right to protect all the people 


against the challenging agression 
of any single class. 
He claims that an analysis of 


labor’s complaint shows it to be 
based upon justice, and that capital 
is entitled to an adequate return, 


warning the government not to 
play one section against another, 
Blame for the unrest of the 


country he places with the senate 
because of their failure to ratify 
the peace treaty, discussion of 
which he said he would leave to a 


later message, the same being true 
of the railroads, 

Urging stronger laws against 
agitators of all classes, he advised 


against impatient or drastic action 
in connection with them,
